Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: group I is directed to 
a packaged beverage containing 0.03-1 weight percent non-polymer catechins; group II 
is directed to a process for producing low-caffeine green tea extract containing 25 to 
90% non-polymer catechins in which the non-polymer catechins are contacted with a 
91/9 to 97/3 weight mixture of an organic solvent and water, activated carbon and acid 
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clay or activated clay; Group III is directed to a low-caffeine green tea extract having 40- 
90% non-polymer catechins and a weight ratio of catechins to caffeine from 25 to 200.
